that surplus. And yet, without any report, it 
was proposed to pass this bill, while it was 
apparent that every additional dollar of taxa- 
tion imposed was only adding that much more 
pot only to the burdens of the taxpayers, but 
to the embarrassments of the Treasury. Surely, 
in that condition of things, it was but fair that 
the Financial Committee, which hadto deal 
with internal taxes and tariff taxes, should 
consider the measure; and, if bis motion 
were rejected, it would show that there 
was an intention to push the bill through 
against all precedents. If this addidonal tax- 
ation were to be imposed, then salt, coal, an- 
mine dyes, and a dozen other things should be 
put on the free list. The whole question should 
be opened up. All the inequalities in the tar- 
iff should be adjusted, and the tax should be 
removed from tobacco. 

Mr. Miller opposed the motion and Mr. Maxey 
advocated it. This, ne said, was simply anotb- 
er effort to use the power of the Government 
unlawfully to beat one honest industry at the 
expense of another.

WALLER’S REVELATIONS. 

The testimony of Gottfried Waller in the 
Anarchists’ case is very important from an- 
other point of view than its bearings npon 
the guilt of the prisoners. It shows eonelu- 
sively the dangerous character of the armed 
organization known as the Lehr und Wehr 
Verein, which has been virtually commis- 
sioned under the authority of the State of 
Illinois and has been permitted to carry arms 
by the Governor, though it is not a part of 
the State militia, nor résponsible to its offi- 
cers, or to any other authority than its own. 

Until within the last four months Mr. 
“Waller had been a member of this verein, 
and had presided at some of its meetings, so 
that he was enabled to speak advisedly on 
the witness-stand. His testimony shows that 
the verein is honeycombed with anarchism. 
It is one at least of the armed sections of the 
Socialists. It was this verein that was 
called together by the mysterious ‘‘ Y” in 
the Arbeiter-Zeitung the evening pre- 
ceding the Haymarket massacre. A con- 
siderable number of its members obeyed the 
summons and met at Greif’s Hall the night 
of May 3. By the action of this verein the 
meeting for the next evening was called and 
handbills issued announcing its purpose. 
That police intervention was anticipated is 
shown by the plans which were agreed upon 
for an attack upon the police stations, the 
cutting of the telegraph wires, the agreement 
upon the word Ruhe as the signal for 
precipitating violence, and the arrangements 
for the concentration of the various groups 
of the verein. ‘The testimony further shows 
that the conspiracy of this verein against the 
police and military authority antedates the 
outbreak of May 4. Six months before that 
time its members had been furnished with 
bonibs and instructed in their use so as to 
be ready in case of collision at any time with 
the police or the militia. 

The Lehr und Wehr Verein hitherto has 
been considered a harmless organization. 
Its objects teaching” and defense 
as implied by its name, have not deen 
regarded as inimical to the community or 
+hostile to law and government. Its teach- 
mas have not been supposed to ineulcate 
resistance to law, destruction of social order, 
or the precipitation of violence, incendiarism, 
and murder. Its defense, as implied by 
the use of arms, has never been regarded as 
anything more than harmless drills for parade 
or schiitzenfests. The public has looked upon 
it as an organization somewhat akin to the 
Turn-Vereins, having for its object social 
pleasure and physical culture. Now that its 
real object has been exposed, that it stands 
revealed as the armed force of Socialism, and 
that it is convicted of being the public 


enemy, itis time that its fangs should be

At 
Saratoga the modern-language summer 
school has broken out, and at Chautauqua 
summer by the lake is made picturesque and 
bewildering with lectures at the Hall in the 
Grove,“ The League of the Round Table,“ 
and The Order of the White Seal” upon 
Sanskirt, general history, veterinary surgery, 
agriculture, music, communism, assorted re- 
ligions, missionary schemes, amusements, 
mathematics, and every other topic, in fact, 
from the nebular hypothesis to the last new 
novel. As compared with the other schools, 
the Chautauqua isa very eclectic brainery. 
It has the merit at least of being practical, 
and its summer outing, if not so intense as 
the others, is probably more inviting and ap- 
proximates more closely the idea of a mental 
holiday than the Concord and Cornell groves. 

The summer school after all most liberally 
patronized is the summer school of loafing in 
the mountains or by the seaside, where the 
old fellows make studies of hotel bills and 
the young fellows and maidens make char- 
acter studies of each other for future ref- 
erence. In sylvan recessés and rocky nooks, 
upon hotel verandas or on decks of yachts, 
driving on country roads or sprawling on 
sandy beaches, this mutual cult has thou- 
sands of ardent followers.

Congress is on the eve of adjournment, and 
is not any prospect of action upon the 
wiley Interpational Copyright bill.

¢ontradictory premises, and have abounded 
in sweeping denunciation of so-called 
steals” and piracies of English books 
by American publishers with the counte- 
nance of the Government. 
| Im the Dial for May there appeared an ap- 
peal for Justice to Authors” which is a 
fair Illustration of the methods of the advo- 
cates of an international copyright law. The 
writer’s arguments were based upon a theory 
of ownership in ideas coequal with that in 
teal and personal property acquired, as he 
puts it substantially, by labor, trade, inherit- 
ance, or gift. 
In point of fact, the theory of absolute 
ownership of ideas is one recently developed 
and depending for its basis upon a code of 
morality itself a recent product of ultraism 
in the literary world. There is no such 
tight as an absolute natural or legal right 
of ownership in ideas. The common 
law never admitted it and does not 
now admit it. Statute law provided 
a temporary limited ownership years ago in 
England and later here on grounds of pub- 
lic policy. It is plainly an artificial right. 
Under the common law ideas cease to be pri- 
vate property so soon.as they are published. 
Their oral publication today is not protected 
by statute. Ideas in literature are either in- 
herited or borrowed from & common fund. 
It is absurd to compare ownership in them 
with that in tangible property. As well re- 
verse the rule and maintain that the law 
eould limit a man's ownership in his 
watch or his walking-stick to a term 
of years. Thought is universal; its mode 
of expression alone can claim originality. 
The writer in the Dial argues further upon 
a theory of absolute analogy between copy- 
rights and patent rights; but that analogy 
does not exist. The embodiment in a ma- 
chine of an idea differs widely from its ex- 
pression by publication, although the control 
‘of each is directed by considerations of pub- 
lic policy. To most minds the difference is 
clear between a writer of books and an in- 
ventor. 
| Again, it is alleged that those publishers 
who “steal” and pirate“ Englisb books 
are instructors of the public taste. Who 
reads an American book?“ this writer asks. 
The Yankee’s answer, by another question, 
is sufficient: ‘‘Who writes one?” The de- 
velopment of a national literature is slow; 
that of England is 500 years old and more; 
ours is not a hundred, but its development 
has been phenomenal. 
The courtesy of the trade,” by which 
publishers formerly recognized a voluntary 
arrangement between one of themselves and 
an English author and by which it is claimed 
the later schogf American authors found 
readers, was in reality nothing more than an 
‘arrangem@ht among publishers for their own 
protection. It was an indirect method de- 
signed to allay a competition which would 
‘have resulted in cut rates and profit to none. 


| A pointed illustration of this was the recent 
| action of the Harpers in sending a £10 note 


to Mr. Gilbert of operatic fame. 

But it is claimed that American writers 
eannot compete with the English whose 
are published in the country 
free of author's royalty. How would 
a copyright law of international char- 
acter remedy this? To be sure it would 
drive the 10 eent reprint out of the 
market; but it would place the Englishman 
on the same platform with the American be- 
fore the publisher, and the publisher would 
naturally prefer the former with ah estab- 
lished reputation to the latter without. 
Does he not do so now? And what would 
be the benefit to the English author? He 
would have again to pay the expense of 
typesetting and electrotyping, ete., and trust 
to luck for a margin. 

The true solution of the problem lies in the 
abolition of the tariff on books and the si- 


multaneous adoption of an international copy- 


right law. Have American publishers the 
courage and consistency to advocate this 
course? If this be done, we can see where 
we stand. Then if we have the talent we 
can write and publish the books. Protection 
to both the American and English author 
would thus be secured, and competition upon 
fair and equal ground be made possible. 


/ MURDER ON “GENERAL PRINCIPLES.” 


Judge Gary’s ruling as to the admissibility 
of evidence in the Anarchist trial is lucid 
and comprehensive. It sweeps away the 
technical objections raised by the attorneys 


to prevent the court, the jury, and the public 


from getting at the bottom facts in relation 
to the matter. This able Judge says: 

It is entirely competent for the State to show 
that these several defendants have had such mis- 
siles in their 1 to be used on occasions 
that they might anticipate. There need not be 
an 4 j that ar should be used on this 
specific occasion, but on some occasion that 
might arise in the future. Any one case where 
such violence was used may involve the showing 
of the entire conspiracy from beginning to end. 

This is the common-sense view ot the case, 
If tlie persons on trial contemplated murder, 
arranged for it weeks and months ahead and 
determined on the weapons to be used, it 
does not matter that the murder was com- 
mitted Tuesday or Friday, the 4th or the 7th 
of the month. The Judge holds that if it is 


agreed to use violence upon some general 


principle on which the conspirators substan- - 


tially agree, ‘“‘leaying the date to the agen- 
cies of time to determine,” when that violence 


agreed on occurs and results in death che 


conspirators and plotters on that broad princi- 
ple are guilty of murder. This is a view that 
will undoubtedly be sustained. Its assertion 
might well have blanched the cheeks of the 
men in the dock. If they have plotted mur- 
der, and the murders of the Haymarket 
square are the ontcome their plottings, 
they are guilty of the ca crime charged, 
and putiishment awaits hem. 

The Judge takes the reasonable and logical 
view of the matter. His enunciation of the 
law in the ease corresponds with the opinion 
of the enlightened public, Somebody has 
been guilty of the murder of seven men and 
the maiming of _ ter others.

MUSICAL MATTERS. 


The Milwaukee Saengerfest. 

The twenty-fourth Siingerfest of the 
North American Singerbund opens at Milwau- 
kee Wednesday evenmg. Fortwo years it bas 
been talked of and planned for until now 
nothing has been left undone that could insure 
ite success. The soloists who have been se- 
cured are of world-wide reputation. Lilli Len- 
maon, Marianna Brandt, Joseph von Witt, and 
Joseph Staudig] need no word of introduction. 
The other soloists, although not so well known, 
are ell artists of established success. The 
chorus comprises 2,500 male voices of 
the Sängerbund and 1.000 mixed voices. 
In addition Prof. Tomlins of this city will di- 
rect a chorus of 800 children. The orchestra 
will consist ot 100 pieces, under the leadership 
of Ernst Catenhusen, assisted by Prof. Jacob- 
sohn of Cincinnati. A slight idea of the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking may be gained from 
these preparations. The programs that bave 
been prepared for the seven concerts are of 
universal interest. The prominent place given 
to American works and the encouragements 
offered to our young writers deserve especial: 
mention. Five new instrumental works by 
American composers will be given. The first 
of these, the Singérs’ Festival March.“ for 
grand orchestra, is by Dr. von der Stucken, 
conductor of the Arion Society of New York. 
Dr. Ritter of Vassar College is represented 
by “The Star.“ a symphonic poem. Die 
Friheit (Liberty) is the title of a s:mphonic 
poem by Henry Schoenfeld, a well-known 
musician of this city. The inspiration of this 
was caught trom Otto Soubron's Liberty 
Hymn. Out of respect for a Chicago com- 
poser one can hardly do other than give the 
short analysis of the tone-poem which Mr. 
Schoenfeld bas prepared: The theme of the 
bymr is beard all through the symphonic 
poem, which opens with a realistic instrument- 
al prelude representing the opprestive 
political atmospbere in a country 
the inhabitants of which groan under 
the yoke of the oppressor. The dark- 
ness of night is illuminated at times by 
flashes of lightning along the distant borizon; 
aay dawns slowly; the spirit of Liberty ap- 
pears timidiy, but is compelled to hide in the 

of the forest for a time. Part II. 
opens with the distant roiling of instrumental 
thunder, alleyro vivace maestoso; fitful flashes 
of jightning surround the form of Liberty ad- 
juring the masses, whose discontent is voiced 
by suppressed roaring; silence succeeds. Part 
III. presents Tyranny in its march through the 
country, crushing everything under its iron 
beel. Hireling troops march with waving ban- 
ners and martial music, everywhere victorious; 
but the voice of Liberty is- heard, and, sur- 
rounded by heroes, ber flaming sword raised 
heavenward, she stands proudly erect in the 
rays of the rising sun. The people rise simul- 
taneously, and the watch-cry is ‘Down with 
Tyranny.” Part IV. introduces an andante 
éspressivo, in which Liberty fires the love of a 
Hessian maiden, whose lover, a Hessian sol- 
dier, is languishing in a dungeon, accused of 
conspiracy and condemned to death. Liberty, 
points out to ber the way across the ice in the 
Delaware to the camp of the Continental 
army. The American army, led by the maiden, 
surprise the Hessians, and Liverty and Love 
triumph. Tue oppressors rally for the last 
battle, but are again defeated, and praise and 
thanksgiving ascend to heaven. Trumpet 
signals announce victory, and joyously the 
people join in bymn."” Arthur Bird, 
a young: Ame n who bas ga ned no 
little reputation in the Fatherland, will be 
represented by a suite for grand orches- 
tra. Mr. Bird bas come from Berlin to direct 
the work in person. The. * Festival March 
by Gustav Bach of New York is the fifth, and 
wil be given under the composer's direction. 
The unusual efforta made by the committee in 
charge of the fest should certainly insure un- 
usual success.

eral Reduction in Rates Looked For— 
How People May Become Rich Rapidly 
by the. Purchase of a Few Shares oft Ce-

In spite of the energetic efforts of Commis- 
sioner Biancbard to secure the maintenance of 
east-bound freight rates by the various roads 
in the Central Traffie Association more or less 
irregularities are continually discovered, and 
matters are gétting so discouraging that it 
seems tag be only a question of a short time 
when « general reduction in east-bound freight 
rates will bave to be made. The Chicago roads 
appear to be the only ones in the Central Traf- 
fic Asso¢iation which make an honest effort to 
maintain the rates and carry out the new pool- 
ing agreement. But they will not be able to 
do so much longer unless the east-bound roads 
poria, St. Lonia, and other Western 
junction points soon show a better disposition 
to maintain the agreed rates. 

The fact is well established that east-bound 
rates arp being freely cut by lines running east 
from St; Louis, Peoria, and other Western junc- 
tion poifts, and this has the effect of seriously 
injuring the Chicago roads, as_ business which 
would Gtherwise go via Chicago is being taken 
directiyeast by the above-named roads. The 
small ammount of business the Chicago roads 
n doing since the formation of the 
Central Traffie Association is altogether due to 
tne unsatisfactory working of the new ag ree- 
ment. While the Chicego roads are carrying 
out thejagreement the St. Louis and Peoria 
roads are going on as if no pooling agreement 
Was in existence. Neither the St. Louis nor 
Pepria lines could thus far bs prevailed upon 
to sign the agreement. re seems 
to do always one line or another 
that finds some pretext or excuse for 
declining to sign it. Commissioner Blanchard 
held a conference with the St. Louis roads last 
week for the purpose of perfecting the new 
agreement, but he failed to obtain his end be- 
cause some of the roads refused to sign the 
new agreement until the balances under the 
old agreement had been adjusted. The differ- 
ences between the various roads regarding the 
adjustment of old balances are so great that

Figuring Close on Contracts—Among. the 
Architects and Builders. 


„Ves. I have seen building operations live- 
er. said Chief Clerk Edgar of the Building 
Department yesterday; “but architects and 
contractors are doing a great deal better than 
I supposed they would, although the majority 
of them would acknowledge that margins on 
work are not very large. Naturally, in a city 
baving so many people dc pending on the buiid- 
ing trade tor a livelihood, work is figured 
measurably close in good times, and when 
work is slack you may be sure that margins 
are figured toa minimum.” Aud 80 it is—or, 
rather, bas been: because there are evidences 
of dn improvement all around. When profits 
are small only a popular human weakness 
would be developed ifa job did not receive a 
few extra touches, to say nothing of positive 
siights in many places. Unsatisfactory work 
on the part of a contractor brings more or less 
trouble upon the bead of the architect, who, 
unless the contract is drawn closer than con- 
tracts usually are, is powerless to protect the 
interests of his clients. The pertectly natural 
result of: a few cheap ana unsatisfactory 
contracts is the architect sees 
the absolute necessity of giving jobs to 
men at figures that will enable them to make a 
reasonable profit, and give to owners some- 
thing like the worth of their money. ‘Contract- 
ors assert some architects will acknow!l- 
edge that througn zeal for their ciients or 
other reasons too much bas been done toward 
securing cheap and poor work, and that it is 
about time to call a halt. By tacit consent 
reputable contractors are figuring fairer mur- 
gins fer their work, and to at the same time 
render better service. If such is the case it 
cannot but redound to the good of every ona 
interested in building, and especially to own- 
ers. New work is coming into many offices in 
such profusion as to seriously interfere with 
contemplated summer vacations, but up to

COMPLAINTS AGAINST A RAILROAD. 


The Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers Give the Ohio & Mississippi Some Sug- 
. gestions. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 17.— [Special. —On 
account of complaints recently made, the State 
Board of Rafiroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ere today adopted the following suggestions to 


the officers of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad 
Company: 

1. That they immediately place upon the 
Springfield Division of the Ohio & Mississippi 
Railroad passenger-trains to be run through from 
Beardstown to Shawneetown, and from Shaw- 
neetown to Beardstown each day, from one ter- 
minus to the other, in addition to facilities for 
passenger travel on said line of road as now tur- 
nished, so that the ple may leave any station 
on said line of ro for another, and return the 
same day.

The New York eee Pirates Suffering 
from Overproduction in the Reprinting of 
Foreign Novels. 

New York, July 17.—[Special.}—The literary 
pirates of this city have so savagely cut one 
another's throats that the loss of biood seems 
likely to kill most of them. Alarming weak- 
ness is exhibited in several instances. Each 
concern has been eager to slash into its com- 
petitors, and has done so in a manner to inflict 
self-injury. Every foreign hovel, no matter 
whether there was a reasonable chance or not 
that it would bave any sale, bas been grabbed 
at the earliest possible moment by three to six 
of the “Library” publishing firms and bastily 
thrown upon the overstocked market on 
terms. that allowed the retailers to returu 
uusold copies. So complete have the 
mechanical resources of the pirates be- 
come that in three establishments tbe 
entire work, including typesetting, printing, 
and binding is done by machinery. The 
stolen matter can be rushed through the great 
milis in ten hours when driven at the quickest. 
The celerity of the process has tempted the 
publishers to a Vast overproduction. A mem- 
ber of one firm declares that not more than 
one book in twenty in the cheap libraries re- 
pays the cost of issue, and that, even witt the 
most popular nbvelists stories, duplicate 
piracy divides the profit into small portions. 


Heavy capital is required, because all tho 


stock in the bands of the retailers throughout 
the country is owned by the publishers during 
the six months that it is left on sale. Within a 
month the returns of copies bave been enor 
mously increased. Whiie the aggregate sales 
have lessened, the

LIFE AT CAMP LINCOLN. 
4S YET If IS DELIGHTFULLY | 
AND PLEASING. 


List of the Companies Now on the Ground 
The Heat Almost Unbearable—Gen. Fitz- 
Simons on the New Camp and Its Con- 
ditions—Temptation Within Easy Can 
A Lack of Water—Fair Guests Hard By 
-Services Promised for Today. 


Camp Lancoux, Ngan Sprivorrerp, Il. 
July 17.—[Special.j—There are about 1,600 
men sweltering bere in camp, with the ther- 
mometer standing up in the nineties. Gen. 
Fitz-Simons and staff reached the ground at 7 
o'clock this morning. After breakfasting at 
the Leland they at once took possession of 
the brigade headquarters, thus formally open- 
ing the encampment. The First Cavalry, 
bringing with them some of the attached com- 
panies of the Fourth Infantry, put in an ap- 
pearance about 4 o'clock. Following them 
came the First, witm the Woodstock 
end Elgin companies of the Third 
Regiment, and then the Secona Regiment 
accompanied by the remaining portions of the 
Third and Fourth. The battery was the last to 
putin an appearance, owing to their extra 
impediments in the way of horses, field-pieces, 
and „ As each of the commands 
reached the grounds they were marched to 
brigade headquarters to report for duty, and 
officers and soldiers were greeted in turn with 
a neat little speech from Gen. Fitz-Simons. 
Detached compupies of the Third and Fourth 
Regiments were late in arriving, but by 8 
o'clock the entire brigade was in camp. 

Every body has looked over the camp ground 
coming in from the City of Springfield. It lies 
just northwest of the northwestern corner of 
the corporate limits of ‘the city, covering 160 
acres, in a plot 1.800 feet wide east and west, 
and about a mile in length from north to south. 
The first 1,100 feet to the south lies free of 
trees and is nearly level. It will be used as the 
Immediately north of this 

the tract is an 
oak is used as 
the camp ground proper. The quarters 
have been assigned to the different regiments, 
beginning on the extreme right fronting the 
parade ground with the Third Infantry. Then 
follow the First, Fourth, and Second, with 
the cavairy on the left. The brigade head- 
quarters are situate immediately back of the 
tents of the First, with a fine view of the rigi- 
mental kitchens. Battery tents are in the rear 
of the Third, and the artillery is in park on the 
extreme western edge of the camp ground. 
The ground rises very gradually from the 
parade ground to the camp, and imme- 
diately back of the tents breaks away 
into three ravines. One upon the 
west is not in present use, dut 
the next one is convenientiy filled with the 
officers’ bath-house, and. below it the suits for 
both officers and men. A stone wali and clay 
embankment have been thrown across the 
third ravine, and a supply-pipe from the city 
water-works is turned into the pool thus 
formed to afford bathing facilities for the 
men. At the mouth of the ravines there is a 
decided fall, which amounts almost to a biuff 
in some places, and for a few yards there is a 
belt of low land crossing the entire tract, 
through which flows a narrow, crooked little 
stream of water, about the color and consist- 
ency of that found in the Ogden Slip. Beyond 
this the ground again rises in a gentle slope 
to the northern limits. This portion lying 
north of Spring Creek, as the stream is called, 
is given up to ten rifie-ranges, and they are 
without doubt beyord criticiem, for the ten 
ranges when compieted will furnish room for 
twenty targets, and ten companies can be 
safely engaged at the work at one time. 
Eighteen of the targets and putts are 
already in position, and there is every 
facility for firing at all ranges up 
to 1,000 yards. The targets and butts are not 
placed, however, at the extreme limits of the 
grounds, for they extend well up to the sum- 
mit of a rise of ground called Brush Hill, which 
efféoctually cuts off any danger from high firing 
on the part of nervous soldiers. 

There were no ceremonies or drilis last even- 
ing, and Gen. Fitz-Simons bad an opportunity 
during the day to look over the situation and 
form some opinion of the location. 

I find here, said he, that the weather so 
far bas been very close, beavy, and warm. The 
thermometer has not varied 2° from 90 today 
in the shade, and in the sun, out on the parade- 
ground, it has touched, I am told, 109°. We 
have here a camp-ground 1,300 feet wide and 
about a mile long, but the first thing that 
strikes me is that tie soll is a pronounced 
clay, the worst possible kind fora camp, very 
dusty when dry, and ky and disagreeable in 
wet weather. Only about one-fourth of 
the whole space is to be used for parade 
purposes, and 1 am _ «certain that is 
entirely inadequate. There is plenty of room, 
to be sure,,to conduct the evolutions of rufan- 
try regiments and perhaps of cavairy, but not 
of a brigade, If the intention was to instruct 
the troops in brigade evolutions with all three 
arms of the service represented there certainly 
is no opportunity to do so here. To be sure 
we will find no difficulty indrilling the brigade 
tactics while the troops are in mess, but be- 
yond that nothing can be done. It has been 
said that this parade ground can be enlarged 
by cutting down some of the trees that 
now stand m front of the regimental tents. 
This can be accomplished if the regimental 
tents are scattered about the different parts of 
the grounds, and there can be no possibie ob- 
jection to this that I see. But there bas been 
some hesitancy about doing this untii a prac- 
tical test of the capacity of the parade can be 
made. Then back of us is this tittle stream, 
inte which the sewers from the city empty, 
one above and the other below the 
camp. Of course, I nave only been 
bere one day and cannot as yet 
make any definit;statement as to the effects of 
this, but Ido know that this morning there 
wasa big pronounced stench in the camp 
which lam certain could only have been iocal, 
notwithstanding the fact that there was no 
breeze here up tos or 4 o'clock. I haven't 
examined the water supply. but Dr. Streeter 
tells me that that taken from the wells is very 
good. There are four wells nere in camp, but 
two of them are away up at the rie 
range and the otmer two have given 
out already. There is a little supply 
from the city water-works, which they teli me 
is filtered and equally good, but neither Dr. 
Streeter or myself bave made an examination 
into that matter.“ 

It is reported that the trips down made by 
the different commands were comparativeiy 
uneventful, and the arrival of the troops in 
the city was only announced by the collection 
of small knots of people at the different depots. 
Most of the regiments marched directly from 
the cars to their quarters, but the First paused 
long enough to parade one or two streets. 
Several ladies, among them Mrs. Knox. 
Mrs. Quinn, Mrs. Meyers, and Miss Todd, 
daughter of Dr. Todd of the Second Regiment, 
accompanied the regiment, but at present none 
of them are in camp. There has been trouble 
caused already in regard to the order probibit- 
ing the sale of liquor within a mile of the 
grounds. An enterprising citizen of Spring- 
field has procured a license from the munici- 
pality and bas set up @ saloon directly across 
the street from the northeast corner of the 
grounds. He has bad some trade even at this 
time from boys and men hanging about the 
grounds. The attention of Gen. Fitz-Simons 
bas been calied to the matter, and it is prom- 
ised that immediate steps will be taken to do 
away with the nuisance if possible. People in 
the city express some doubt as to the ability 
of the General to enforce the State militia 
regulations, as the saloonkeeper has a license 
from the caty, and the corporation undoubt- 
edly basa richt to allow a persor to run a sa- 
joon anywhere inside the city limits. 

The work upon the different permanent 
buiidings about the camp, as well as the grad- 
ing and leveling on the rifle range, is still in 
progress and the militiamen are a trifle bam- 
pered about the commissary. cavalry stabies, 
Gaines Lawson of the 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry, detailed 
by the War Department to ins the encam p- 
ment, arrived todayand was given quarters 
with the brigade staff. The Colonel is on duty 
at Fort Soelling, and will make a report to the 
Adjutant-General of the United States of the 
resuit of thecamp. The brigade as a body 
will not pay any special attention to divine 
services tomorrow, although Bishop Seymour 
of thw diocese will preach to i the 
First Cavalry in the afternoon. Secretary 
Freeman of the local Young Men's Christian 
Association bas erected a tent in the rear of 
the brigade beadquarters, and Evangelist 
Bisboff will conduct daily services for the bene- 
fit of the devoutiy inclined. The Third Kegi- 
ment is here under the command of Lieut.- 
Col. Smalies. It is announced that Col. Brayce 
is lying at his home in Rockford, LL, ili beyond 
recovery. _ :

July 17.—/Special.|—Bartley 
Campbell's insane imagination has taken a 
turn that, if be were at all responsibie mental- 
ly, would be the climax of sacrilege. His new- 
est fancy is wilder than any that he ever could 
have indulged as a dramatist, and his conduct 
is deemed wonderful even in a big asylum full 
of lunatics. He believes himself to be the Al- 
mighty, and the Bloomingdale Asylum is to 
him a resplendent mansion Heaven. He 
imagines that he reigns sd 5 
patients are saints and angels. The materials 
of the house are fabulousiy fine. The hard 
floors are undulous clouds. The garments 
are luminous. Everything is supernal. He 
thinks that he is provided with wings for loco- 
motion, and instead of walking in an ordinary 
fasnion he skips and leaps about, waving 
his long arms in a most extravagant fashion, 
under the impression that he is floating easily 
and gracefully through space. Meanwhile he 
utters unmusical cries, in the belief that he is 
singing celestial songs. An old common arm- 
chair is his throne, and he poses in it in mock 
majesty by the bour. Severalof the lunatics 
tali in with bis freak and obey his mandates, 
or think ther do. But there is one figure im- 
portant to bim in his mimic life that is not 
there in reality. It is the young actress who 
played the heroine in his last drama, Pa- 
quita ’’-—-a work in which his brain-disease was 
first shown to the public. She was a novice, 
very pretty, but inadequate to the require- 
ments of a leading role. Campbell deemed her 
a remarkable performer, however, and in- 
duiged in many silly whims concerning her. 
During hie earlier time in the asylum he was 
at work, bard but incoberentily, on tragedies 
for her to enact. Now she is the Virgin Mary, 
ever present to his vision, and he commants 
the other inmates of Bioommgdale to worship 
her.

|" WHERE DID YOU COMM FROM?” 


A Faithless Husband’s Greeting to the Wife 
Whom He Deserted Nearly Twenty Years 
Ago, and Who Is Now Married and Being 
Sued for Divorce. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 17.—[Special.|—A re- 
markable story, ‘growing out of a Kansas di- 
voree case, was made public by the police to- 
night. Jan. 22, 1866, George Snyder, son of a 
wealthy Baltimore merchant, eloped from his 
native city with Aggie Brown, a young lady 
belonging to one of the best families. Snyder's 
family. opposed the union, and the pair were 
married in Washington on the above date, 
They went directly to Chicago, and a month 
later Suyder's father died and left him a large 
fortune. The young man established a wholesale 
stove and hardware store in Chicago, and did a 
thriving business for a year. His wife then 
requested permission to visit her mother in 
Baltimore, and she left for a three-months’ 
visit. Her letters to ber nusband remained 
unanswered, and, hurrying home in a month, 
she discovered that he bad sold his business 
and bis real estate for $100,000 and decamped 
with another woman. Mrs. Snyder bad lived 
happily with ber nusband and could not ac 
count for bis action. She returned to her 
home in Baltimore, and in 1874 received 
a gietter from this city, purporting 
to be signed by Snyders uncle, stating 
that Snyder tad died in St. Louis from’ small 
vox. Six months later Mrs. Snyder married a 
capitalist named McDonald and moved to Kan- 
sas. McDonald had kuown her and ber first 
busband from childhood. Last March McDon- 
aid came to this city, and in wandering about 
found George Snyder, bis wife’s first husband. 
McDonald instantly filed suit for divorce, and 
submitted an affidavit signed by Snyder. The 
wife believed Suyder dead and thought the at- 
davit a forgery.

CONViCr LABOR TO LET. 

The Joliet Prison Commissioners Conclude 
to Farm Out a Few Hundred of Their 
Convicts. 
Jol, III., July 17.—[Special.]—The Com- 

missioners of the Joliet Penitentiary, in session 


for several days past, decided today to again 
offer the services of part of the surplus con- 


victs now in prison to the hichest bidder. One- 


pundred and fifty able-bodied convicts fit for 
any kind of labor will be disposed of to bi- 
ders Aug. 21. Not more than seventy-five 
men will be let for any one line of manufact- 
vring. The ideaof the Commissioners in mak- 
ing the rule of not letting more than seventy- 
five convicts for any one branch of manufact- 
urmg is to give small manufacturers an op- 
portunity to bid for the iabor of convicts, and 
in thie way neutralize the effect of convict 
labor against free labor. The Commissioners 
think that by distributing the labor in this 
manner in small lots it will result in the least 
injury to free labor. Of the 1,590 convicts now 
on hand at the prison 1,154 are contracted for 
and are now working for contractors, leaVing 
436 convicts that are not employed except upon 
State account. This surplus labor was offered 


for them.

of the political situation. Disregarding at 
Present consideration the mazes of en- 


tanglements of possible international com pli- 


cations, and considerimg cbiefiy French poli- 
tice, the one question of predominant interest 
which arises is, Have the chances tor the sta- 
bility of the French Republic been diminished 
or strengthened or in any way affected by re- 
cent events? 

It was the subject of universal remark that 
the. enthusiasm manifested at the tete last 
Wednesday was by no means so marked as in 
previous years, notably in 1880. No doubt 
the unfortunate circumstance that a drench- 
ing rain did not cease to pour down durm the 
entire forenoon bad much to do with damping 
the ardent spirits of intending merrymakers. 
One of the principal Republican papers 
mgeniously explains the phenomenon of 
the apparently flagging enthusiasm year 
from analogies in married life. Just as the 
wild eestacy of the young lover who has for 
the first time been bidden by his sweetheart to 
hope gives way toa feeling of calm content 
when he knows himself secure in the actual 
possession of his mistress, so in like manner 
the people feel they have the Republic; that 
there is no danger of their losing it, and they 
are satisfied. However that may be, it is im- 
possible for an unprejudiced foreigner to live 
in France and not be convinced that the Third 
Republic is at last firmly and solidly estab- 
lished. The Republic has-always been the 
ideal form of Governmerit cherished by tue 
French nation. It will always forgive the Ro- 
public, because it is the Republic, many 
shortcomings which they would consider an 
unpardonable sin in a monarchy. Thea, too, 
it must not be forgotten that the Republic bas 
been fifteen years in possession, which 
in this case is more than nine points of the 
law. No doubt the Government made a bilun- 
der in expelling the Comte de Paris, and there- 
by transforming the man whom his position in 
France forced to silence and inaction into an 
open and avowed pretender to the throne. 

On the other band, by the ilil-judged publica- 
tion of the manifesto of the Comte de Paris 
and the curt, almost insolent, tone of the Duc 
d' Aumale's letter, the present intentions and 
designs of the Orleans Princes have been un- 
masked and the nauon has been forewarned. 

Any danger, however. of a serious attempt 


ever being made to put the Comte de Paris on 


the throne of France isso improbable that it 
bardly need be considered. The Comte de 
Paris has, after all, an extremely small fol- 
lowing. nation is at bear: Republican. 
A few old arwtocratic families will, it is true, 
still continue to sulk, but their total numbers 
when added up maze but an infinitessimal 
fraction of the whole people. The 8,500,000 
votes which were thrown last October for the 
reactionary party, and which the Monarchists 
bave always persisted in claiming as having 
been cast in favor of the reéstablishment of 
the monarchy, were in reality intended chiefly 
as a protest against the Tonquin expedition, 
the vexatious petty versecutions of the clergy, 
and the general tendency of the population 
in large cities to drift toward Radicalism. 
The great inexpug¢nable strength of the Re- 
public lies in the fact that besides lackiug a 
sufficient numerical support the Comte de 
Paris has not the spirit, or, rather, is too hon- 
orable to desire to mount the throne at the 
cost of civil war. Whereas, the Republicans, 
for their part, are firmiy resolved to make it 
a question of civil war if needs be, and to re- 
sist to the bitter end any attempt at monarch- 
ical restoration. The Comte de Paris said in 
his manifesto, “At the decisive hour 
I shall be ready.” A week later, 
however. in bis formal reply to 
Lambert de Sainte-Croix, at Tuvbridge 
Wells, he slightly modified that phrase, J’ At- 
teuds. He said: “Que la France soit 
prete. ] Exactiy; but France is not ready 
nor likely ever to be, and there's therub. All 
this is so thorougbiy well understood bere 
that the manifesto iiseif, although an impor- 
tant political act, by which the Comte de Paris 
deliberately took up bis stand as a pretender, 

bas attracted almost less attention aud called 
forth less comment from the Paris papers 
than what is called L’Incident d' Aumaie.”’ 

That littie episode, it must be confessed, is 

anything but. cred itable to any of the parties 
concerned. The conduct of the Goversment 


in striking the name of the Duc d Aumalile 


from the rolls of the French army three years 
after baving been deprived of command was 
indeed a most neediess and gratuitous affront. 
The Government merely wished to have an 
excuse for driving bim out of France, but the 
method they adopted was mean and shabby to 
the last degree. 

Moreover, tne gibes leveled in the Oham- 
ber at the Duke by Gen. Boulanger 
were utterly uncaiied for, and only added 
insult to injury. The General twitted a man 
who bad proved himself a brilliant and capable 
soldier aimost before the present Minister of 
War was born with having owed his promotion 
to being the son of his father. Of course, no- 
body ever thought of denying that the Duc 
d' Aumale was pushed to the front and given 
the opportunity to distinguish uimselt at an 
early age, but he took advantage of that op- 
portunity and madeaname for himself at 


the age of 21 by the capture of 
Abd-Ei-Kader, together with 3,000 pris- 
oners, an immense treasure, and . the 


entire correspondence of that redoubtabie 
warrior. Moreover, the Duc d@’Aumale bas 
since beld several of the highest commands, 
and, whether as Governor-General of Algeria, 
or Commander of the Seventh Army Corps 
and reorganizer of the Eastern line of defenses, 
or as President of the court-martial which 
tried Marshal Bazaine, he has invariably shown 
himself possessed of the very highest military 
capacity. 
Another American Cardinal

asking instead that large securities be given to 
American priests against the caprice of hier- 
archal authorities in matters of removals and 
general government.

Outside manual labor was 
beneath them, and they looked down like sov- 
ereigns on their brother slaves who had to 
work on the plantations. They staiked among 
their inferiors with all the haugutiness of the 
master, and were not nearly so condescending. 
They were, in fact, the Grand Viziers of the 
domain, the channels through which all favors 
flowed and ail punishments were meted out. 
From constant companionship with their mas- 
ters, who were famed everywhere for polish of 
manner, the pody-servants contracted much 
of the Virginia gentieman’s grace of move- 
ment and elegance of manner. They imitated 
the master’s every motion, made bis babits the 
study of their lives, and considered that they 
bad accomplished the great end of weir exist- 
ence when they became refiections of their 
owners. They were as a class faithful and 
loving creatures where the master and his 
family were concerned, but inclined to 
tyrannize over their 
was by no means welcome to them, com- 
ing, as it did, through the overthrow of the 
masters. Freedom meant to them work on the 
plantation, and as they had never handled a 
hoe in their lives and knew nothing about 
farming, their lot was just as pitiable as that 
of the Virginia gentieman himself who, after 
a life of ease, bad to turn his delicate bands to 
the plow after Appomattox. Many of these 
old body-servants can be found in this county, 
where live some families who were once among 
the most extensive slaveowners in Virginia. 
These geutiemaniy old darkies seem to 


the writer the greatest curiosities in 
the South. One of them, who is typi- 
cal of the class, was met by your 


correspondent yesterday im an acre potato 
patoh near Richland. He was quite old, his 
kinky hair failing in heavy locks or his neck, 
and his gray beard waving over a blue cotton 
shirt. When be saw the stranger approaching 
be dropped the hoe, and, posing ina way that 
would excite the envy of a Fifth avenue sweil, 


doffed his tattered straw bat, made 
such an exquisit bow as the writer 
never before saw, and said: ** Good 


day, sah. Will you walk up to de house and 
have some "freshment?’’ Then, putting on his 
bat with a graceful sweep of the arm, he 
straightened up to his full hight and awaited 
areply. On entering the house the old darky 
went for the missus, leaving the visitor with 
another of those inimitable bows. The lady of 
the house appeared in afew minutes and the 
whilom hoe-wielder assumed the role of intro- 
ducer. Your correspondent bas seen Marshals 
McMichael and Wilson do the introducing at 
the White House, and they are both 8 72 of 
elegant manners, but be has never seen grace, 
dignity, and ease so barmoniously combined as 
im the manner ot this old body-servant when 
he said: * Met lady, this gem’ man is Mr. ——, 
who's travelin’ through de kyountry. Mr.——, 
my missus. With a wave of bis hand and an- 
Other bow he then walked away with the air of 
pride and dignity which a man takes on when 
he has performed a remarkable feat and ex- 
pects ap plause to follow. 

In a conversation with the lady some inter- 
esting facts were elicited regarding the cond}! 
tion of body-servants twenty years after the 
War. It is remarkable and a proof of their 
fidelity that when the time came at which their 
easy lives were atan end they preferred to 
stay about the old estates of ir masters and 
set to work in the field without pay other than 
food and clothing rather than go to the Nortn 
where their reputation as vaiets would have 
secured them remunerative positions. It is 
well known that just after the War an enter- 
prising New-Yorker sent agents to Virginia to 
hunt up the bod;-servants of tie F. F. V.’s " 
and get them to come North and take piaces in 
families which had an ambjtion to show off 
body-servants of the Southem leaders. A 
dozen New York families still claim to have the 
only original body-servant of Gen. Lee, but as 
a matter of fact that interesting person is stil 
attached to the Lee bousehold. The agents 
did not succeed in getting him, nor was their 
success in other quarters at all remarkable. 
The servants nearly all preferred poverty and 
hardships with their old masters to liveries 
and glitter in the North. There is one or more 
of them on every estate in Stafford County, 
and, although they never will wield the hoe or 
follow the plow with anythiug like a zest, they 
seem to be happy and contented. Their no- 
tions of huspitaiity are as strict as the most 
bospitabie of the white people. The old darky 
above mentioned furnisbed a striking ex- 
ampie. On leaving the house he accompanied 
me asbort distance to point out the road. 
When parting I offered him a dollar with the 
remark: Tou can get yourself some tobacco 
with this, John.“ 

The old fellow actually recoiled, while a look 
of deep indignation came into bis face. 

„Sah.“ said he, I takes no @oney from no- 
body but missus. I works for her and she 
pays me, and we don’t expect guests at our 
house to pay for hosp'tal’ty.” 

But,“ urged I. this is not paying for any- 
thing. I am merely offering you some tobac- 
co, don't you see?” 

“No, sah,“ was the reply. “If you gimme 
a chew tobacco I'll take it kase I kin give you 


de same. But if you gimme money I won't 


take it kase I ain't got none to give you.“ 
Further urging was found to be useless and 

no amount of explanation could appease the 

darky’s offended dignity.

The Deserted City, 

A walk down the lowerend of Fifth avenue, 
from Fourteenth street to Washington Square, 
seems like a stroll through Goldsmith’s ** De- 
sorted Village.” Not that other sections of the 
city do not show signs of summer inactivigy, 
but at this particular location in winter there 
is not u night that one or other of the fine 
residences is not brilliantly illuminated, and 
superbly costumed ladies with their more 
soberly attired escorts flit by the half-open 
windows. I have seen nearly a whole biock 
bere where in front of each door an awning 
was spread to the sidewalk before which car- 
riage after carriage stopped, many of the 
guests visiting the different houses one after 
the other, having received cards for ail. It is 
not an infrequent occurrence for upper ten- 
dom to have invitanons to a half-dozen places 
the same evening, or to pass the earlier hours 
at the opera and end the evening, or morning 
rather, at some ball or reception.

To return to lower Fifth avenue; as I 
strolled along I paused before one of the 
houses gayest in winter, closely, barred, with 
boarded front entrance, and other signs that 
the house was untenanted. It was a plain 
brick dwelling, made rather conspicuous by 
rarble trimmings, which made a decided con- 
trast to the red bricks and brownstone of ad- 
jacent residences.

Years ago she 
was a great Boston beauty and belonged toa 
rather famous family, noted as rare entertain- 
ers, good story-teliers, and bons vivants gen- 
erally. Her name was Garafelia Oakes. An 
elder baif-sister was also a great Boston belie, 
Carolina Battelle. Togetaer these two then 
celebrated sisters were seen at all the 
balls and parties of the dar, every- 
where the centre of attraction. They were 
so gay it was thought they would never, like 
the Betty Martin’’ of historic fame, fad a 
husband to suit their minds,“ but they both 
married in the bight of their success, and both 
married Chickermgs. Caroline Batteile became 
the wife of Col. Thomas E. Chickering, who 
lost bis life in the War, and Garafelia Onkes 
became Mrs. Charles F. Chickering. She is one 
of New York's society dowagers. Mrs. Thomas 
E. Chickering has always lived in Boston. Her 
daughter, also a Boston beauty, is the wife of 
young Mr. Prince, a son of ex-Mayor F. O. 
Prince. Both oP the Mrs. Chickerings have 
homes in Newport, where just now theysare 
entertaining many New-Yorkers. ‘** Willow- 
bank” is the pretty name attached to one of 
these residences, Mrs. Thomas Chickering’s, 
while Mrs. C. F. Chickerina’s is “Sunny Lee.“ 

Young and beautiful Mrs Stauntoa Whitney. 
who bas been a dashing widow in Newport for 
the last few seasons, is a daughter of the late 
Cornelius Sutton and granddaughter of Daniel 
S. Gregory, who at one time owned most of the 
Hudson Hiver steamboats. Mrs. Whitney was 
Miss Alice Sutton and all ber brothers and sis- 
ters are known for their gayety and good looks. 
Aa elder sister, Annie, now Mrs. Goodwin, was 
the former wife of Edward Stevens, the only 
son of Mrs. Ann Stevens, the celebrated 
authoress. Mrs. Whitney was engsged to Mr. 
Bly. Goddard, a gentleman somewhat promt- 
nent socially in two hemispheres; both are 


sister but no brother to share the burden with 
him. He has told me with glistening eyes how 
when he had achieved the great earning 
power of $5 per week he and his sister walked 
the streets of Toronto: looking into all the 
milliners’ windows to sélect a bonnet for the 


dear mother that she might go to church the 
followmg Sunday, and with what pride the 
adornment was selected and presented. Long 
before he himself owned a house the good 
mother and sister were comfortably settled in 
a home of their own, and years before be him- 
self could afford a carriage one had been pro- 
vided for his mother, who, in her advanced 
years, had become lame and unabie to walk. 
Witb such a principie of self-sacrifice and such 
industry as he early manifested, success was 
only a question of time.“ 

Leaving the priniing office he joined the staff 
of the Toronto Giobe as a commercial writer 
and compiler of statistics. These duties 
brought him in contact with a large number of 
business-men.: lu time his acquaintance er- 
tended to all the leading merchants and bank- 
ers of Canada. When R. 6. Dun & Co, extend- 
ed the operations of their mercantile agency 
to Canada young Wiman was employed as one 


of their trusted assistants. Inafew years he 


became tne Canadian bead of the business. In 
1865 be came to New York as one of the lead- 
ing members of the firm now known as Dun, 
Barlow & Co. in New York and Dun, Wiman & 
Co. in Canada. His experience in the metrop- 
oljs das been as interesting as bis success has 
been marked. He is always ready to belp the 
needy, and bis sympathies are especially warm 
towards Canadians. He is President of the 
Canadian Club of this city; in his fine 
bome at New Brighton, Staten Island, are 
numerous specimens of Canadian art; he has 
spent considerable sums in encouraging Cana- 
da's national game of lacrosse; he has used 
all his influence and adroitness in promoting 
the success of the winter carnivais in Mont- 
real, whither some 15,000 or 20,000 Americans 
have been induced to go and spend, as the 
Canadians compute, not less than $500,000 in a 
season. He has done much to establish a 
Canadian colony in the United States by giving 
employment to Canadians in bis ageney bus! 
ness all over the country. He has, I am told. 
106 branch offices, and fifty of these bave Can- 
adian managers who in turn have looked after 
their fellow-cougtrymen. Erastus Wiman is 
the head and front of the firm known as Dun, 
Barlow & Co. Under his administration its 
revenues bave increased to $2,000,000 annually. 
He prints a book four times a year containing, 
I believe, 1,000,000 names and requiring forty 
tens of type to print it. He is a director of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company and 
pays nothing for bis telegrams. 

Mr. Wiman has in recent years given much 
attention to the enlargement of the harbor of 
New York and to the development of Staten 
Island. He is President of the Staten Isiand 
Railroad, and controls the ferry company 
which actsin conjunction with +. A few 
years ago Staten Isiand was littie known to 
New-Yorkers. Now the ferry boats make 
thirty-eigbt trips a day, and even the remoter 
parts of the island are about as acceséibie as 
Hariem. As to his efforts towards an enlarge- 
ment of New York Harbor, they bave met with 
the hearty approval of all who understand the 
supreme importance of the subject. 
An alliance with the Baltimore & Ohio for 
the entrance of that road into New York is 
one of the chief events of Mr. Wiman’s life. 
The printer's boy at $1.50 a week has become a 
railroad magnate. The alliance is of such a 
nature that it is peculiarly to Mr. Wiman's au- 
vantage to build up Staten Island and attract 
visitors thither. The financier has something 
of Mr. Barnum’s skill in leading the public by 
the nose, 

All hie fortune of two or three millions, all 
his financial achievements pale before one 
single act of bis bustling and eventful life. 
Fifty years hence nobody will care how much 
he was worth, but history may well record, 
with an eccentric spark playing round the 
words, that the repeal of the ancient and bar- 
barous staiute in regard to imprisonment for 
debt was largely due to the efforts of one man, 
Erastus Wiman. An Emperor might have 
been proud to listen to the words of heartfeit, 
tearful gratitude that were poured out upon 
this business-man of New York by the un- 
fortunate mon suddenly and unexpectedly re- 
leased from hopeless imprisonment, who as- 
sembied in front of Ludlow Street Jail to thank 
their benefactor, who, out of pure kindness of 
heart, had spared neither time nor money in 
their behalf. It was an act that may well 
have caused the miserable place and the by- 
standers to shine. 

Like most men of large enterprises Mr. W. 
man is careful in his personal babits. He 
neither driaks nor smokes. He is fond of 
horses and bes six good roadsters. He has a 


farm which be loves for the needed rest and se- 


clusion which it affords. He works early and 
late, and employs several stenographers. In 
manners be is genial and unpretending; in die- 
position he is a great good-natured boy; in 
commercial skill and financial acumen he is 
unquestionably one of the notable figures of 
the time. His name, 1 bear. is to be presented 
to Queen Victoria for Knighthood.

To the mind in which the moral conservatism 
of a few years ago still lingers, nowever feebly, 
the question occurs, “ What has become of the

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IN PHLL DALY'S. 

The “Penna. Club,” as the legend on the 
flag over Phil Daly’s announces, is said to be 
the most gorgeous gambling-house in America 
and to be excelled in Europe by only two or 
three gaming-houses, It is constructed so 
that ite rooms form a series of octagonal apart- 
ments whose ceilings are so many domes. 
These ceilmes are elaborately frescoed, the 
wails are trimmed with hardwood, chandeliers 
of white glass and of superb construction de- 
pend from the ceilings, and costiy down-like 
carpets clothe the floors. There is a restau- 
rant in one room and two rooms are for the 
games, faro, roulet, and red and biack. All 
the dealers and assistants perform their duties 
in full dress, and the broad area of Mr. Daly’s 
sbirt front is tliuminated by a juvenile Kob-i- 
noor bearing the same reiation to the shirt- 
bosom as would a big fountain in a little grass 
plot. Mr. Daly does not disdain to deal occa- 
sionally, but his life his been too enjoyable to 
leave him graceful, and be has to put on nis eye- 
glasses to distinguish the denomination of any 
but a new bank note. Thisis said to be the 
oniy “club-nouse,’” so to speak, whereat all 
the dealers dress in full evenmg costume. Of 
course the lowest chips are $1 apiece in such a 
place. In that way visitors are obtained who 
are as select as the attendants. 

If there is any oaken or iron or double- 
barred pretense of caution against the enforce- 
ment of law at this place, with a peepbole in it 
and a scrutinizing darky behind the hole, such 
as New-Yorkers are accustomed to, the Sun 
reporter railed to see it. The front door stood 
as wide open as the entrance to the West End 
Hotel or the doorway to Kalb’s beer garden. 
Mention was made of a foolish Hebrew who 
lost $85 after be had won $60.

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RECONSTRUCTION DAYS. 


HOW THE SOUTH CAME TO BE VISITED 


Prd@ident Johnson’s Efforts Prevailed and 
Secured the Rejection of the Constitu- 
tional Amendment by the Seceded States | 
—Grant’s Predictions as to Its Results 
Verified—The Trouble with the District 
Commanders—More Instances of Grant’s 
Masterly Sagacity.

Johnson's efforts prevailed, Although every 
Northern State had promptly ratified the Con- 
stitutional Amendment, yet under Presidential 
pressure, persuasion, and advice every seceded 
State rejected it. 

_ When this result was known Grant's predic- 
tions were speedily verified. Congress at once 
determined that the recusant States should re- 


turn under very different conditions from those 
| at first proposed. The whole territory that bad 


revolted was divided into five military districts, 
and military rule declared supreme in each. 
Commanders were to be appointed with 
power and duty to protect all persons at the 
South, to suppress insurrection and disorder, 
aud to punish all disturbers of the peace and 
criminals. These commanders were expressly 
authorized to supersede tne civil courts by 
military tribunais, and all civil or State gov- 
ernment whatever was. declared provisional 
and subject to the paramount authority of the 
United States, This military rule was to con- 
tinue till the colored population was allowed 
to vote and the amendment already rejected 
should be ratified. Then, and not till then, 
would the seceded States be admitted to their 


| former position in the Union and the stern 


provisions now enacted be annulled. This 
measure passed both Houses of Congress in 
March, 1867, by large majorities over the 
President's veto. 

Grant was at this time completely in accord 
with the Legislature.’ The change in his opin- 
ion and in bis feeling had been brought about 
not only by his deference to the. decision of 
the North and his indignation at the chicanery 
of Jobnson, Luc in agreat degree by the action 
of the Southerners themselves. The President's 
course had aroused a temper atthe South that 


Grant believed dangerous to the safety of the 
country. Acts had been committed and a dis- 
position manifested which he considered should 


de repressed by stringent means. The popula- 


tion that bad been subdued, he thought, was ex- 
cited again. The reports from his subordi- 
nates ass ured him that the Union people at the 
South were not safe without Northern over- 
rule, that the blacks were massacred, in sbort 
that the results he bad fought to secure were 
endangered; and believing, as he now did, that 
the clemency extended to tae conquered had 
been abused, he approved of restraining those 
who had shown themselves unworthy of milder 
treatment. He agreed fully with Congress that 
the only practical means of securing what bad 
been won inthe field was in the extension 
of the suffrage to the freedmen. 

Abstractiy be did not favor this step, but 
he looked upon it, as he bad regarded emanci- 
pation in the War, as rendered necessary by 
events. He was not a man much governed by 
sentiment, or apt to be led away by theories; 
he saw the unfitness of the treedmen at this 
time for the ballot; he recognized the danger 
of admitting them to the suffrage; but he felt 
that this dauger was less than that of allowing 


‘those who had been the Nation's enemies to 


return untrammeled to their former position, 
to provoke new dissensions and possibly 
arouse another war. He was gradually 
brought to the convichon that in order to 
secure the Union which be desired and which 
the Northern people bad fought for a voting 
population at the South friendly to the Union 
was indispensable, end that until the South 
was willing to concede the ballot to the blacks 
it must be kept under military rule. The proc- 
ess of conversion was slow, and the convert 
unwillmg—but when once he accepted the 
new faith be remained firm. 

Six weeks before the passage of the Kecon- 
struction measures he wrote to Gen. Howard, 
in command of the Freedmen’s Bureau:

HBADQUARTERS A S OF THE UNITED 
StaTEs, WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 18, 1867.—Gen. 
0. O. Howard, Comg. Freedmen’s Bureau, etc. 
DEAR GENERAL: Will you be kind enough to 
send me a list of authenticated cases of murder 
and other violence upon free men, Northern or 
other Union men, refugees, etc., in the Southern 
States for the last six months or a year. My ob- 
ject in this is to make @ report showing that the 
courts in the States excluded from Congress af- 
ford no security to life er property of the classes 
here referred to, and te recommend that martial 
law be declared over such districts as do not af- 
ford the proper protection. Yours truly, 

U. S. GRANT, General. 

The 4th of March, two days after the pass 
age of the Reconstruction bill, he wrote to his 
intimate friend Washburne, who was then 
abroad: 

. » « Reconstruction measures have passed 
both Houses of Congress over one of the most 
ridiculous veto messages that ever emanated 
from any PresideAt. Jerry Black is supposed to 
be the author of it. He has been about Washing- 
ton for some time, and I am told has been a great 
deal about the White House. Itis a fitting end 
to all our controversy (I believe this last meas- 
ure to be a solution, unless the President proves 
an obstruction), that the man who tried to prove 
at the beginning of our domestic difficulties that 
the Nation had no constitutional power to save 
itself, is now trying to prove that the Nation has 
not now the power, after a victory, to demand 
security forthe future 

Do not show what I have said on political 
matters to any one. It is not proper that a 
subordinate should criticise the acts of his su- 
periors in a public manner. I rely upon our per- 
sonal relations, however, to speak to you freely 
as I feel upon all matters. 

Grant's apprebensions in regard to the Pres- 
ident were well founded. No sconer did the 
subordinate commanders begip in good faith 
to carry out the law than the Administration 
intervened to thwart them. Sheridan, who 
was in command at New Orleans, found it 
necessary to remove certain civil officers, 
and immediately Johnson claimed that 
aistrict commanders nad no power under 
the law to make such removals. In this 
he. was supported by his Attorney-General, 
Grant telegrapbed to Sberidan approving his 
course, but advised that he should make no 
further removais unless they were indispen- 
sable. He was firmly of the opinion that the 
right existed, but was anxious to avoid a 
direct conflict between the President and the 
district commanders. A letter to Shendan of 
the 5th of April, 1867, shows his anxiety to 
carry out the policy on which Congress and 
the people had determined and yet to act with 
caution and subordination:

My Dear General: When I telegraphed yon a 
few days ago advising non-action for a while in 
the matter of further removals from office under 
the authority of the Reconstruction acts it was 
because I knew that the Attorney-General had 
taken the ground that the bill gives no such 
authority to district commanders. e is prob 
bly preparing an opinion to this effect. The fact 
is there is decided hostility to the whole Con- 

sional plah of reconstruction at the White 
ouse, and a disposition to remove you from the 
command you now have. Both the Secretary of 
War and myself will oppose any such move, as 
will the masses of the people. In the course you 
have pursued you are —— by moré than 
party. I thought it well, however, to advise 
you against further removals, if you can get along 
without making them, until we see the opinion 
which is probably preparing. There is no 
clearer to my mind than that Congress inte

FRED GRANT’S STATEMENT. 


He Has Paid a Large Sam to His Creditors 
and Has Little for Himself. 

The following appeared in the last issue of 
Harpers Weekly: 

“A side view of Col. Fred Grant’s face re 
minds one strongly of the General, but a front 
view loses much of the resemblance. The 
Colonel wears a beard and mustache, has a 
sun-burnt complexion, and is as fond of smok- 
ing as his father was. He is still very sensi- 
tive about Grant & Ward matters, although 
never a member of that firm. A few days ago, 
while referring to an article in a daily news- 
paper that reflected seyereiy upon Grant & 
Ward's handlug of some Mexican bonds, he 
said: It isa littie hard that I should be 
subjected to so many unkind insinuations, 
when I lost every dollar I had in the 
failure of Grant & Ward. When the 
crash came I found myself in debt to the 
amount of over $800,000. I have bought searce- 
ly a suit of clothes since, anc have succeeded 
in paying $500,000 of my obligations. Wen- 
ever I have been able tosave anything I have 
set it apart to meet my debts. This morning I 
received $300 from a publisher for writug an 
article on the War. 1 at onee deposited the 
money for the benefit of my creditors. I am 
now connected witli a company that furnishes 
the wood-work for new buildings. I own no 
stock in it, but am simply an employé. When 
I graduated at Point father gave me 
$1,000 and mother gave me snother $1,000 to 
bave a good time with. I happened to meet 
Mr. John Hoey of tne Adams Express Com- 
pany, and be said that the stock of the com- 
pany was bound to rise very soon. I gave 
him my $2,000 and contented myself with en- 
tertaining some of my classmates at father’s 
house at a cost of only $40 or $50. The stock 
went up, and by reinvesting my dividends and 
adding to them what I could save from my sal 
ary as Lieutenant I bad $10,000 in about four 
years, A son of Jay Cooke, after bis father’s 
failure, opened a banking-bouse in Washine- 
ton, and I invested $2,000 with him. In a few 
months his partner, Sherman, a relative of 
Senator Jobn Sherman, started in business on 
bis own account and I invested $30,000 
with him, part of it borrowed from friends, I 
lost every cent. Some lucky speculations in 
mining stocks at Chicago soon enabled me to 
recoup, and these were followed by invest- 
ments in real estate similarly fortunate. One 
day in New York I met Ferdjnand Ward. By 
his advice I bought some Western Union stock 
and cleared $600. Then I took a desk in the 
office of Grant & Ward, I hed $57,000, and 
every dollar of it was invested with the firm. 
Not a penny was left after the failure. I 
thought Ward had Government contracts, and 
at one time my suspicions were aroused as to 
bis methods of obtaining them. 1 made in- 
vestigations, but could detect nothing crooked, 
The fact was that be never had any Govern- 
ment contracts at all, and I was on the wrong 
scent. Ih. addition to my obligations of $800,- 
000, I owed $15,000 which friends of mine had 
invested with the firm and bad lost outright. 
One of these friends was a relative in Chicago, 
who had sent me $6,000. I have already re- 
funded to her one-half of that sum. I have 
borne a good many attacks from the news- 
papers, but I do not know that lever gave 
cause of offense to anybody. I shall not be 
satistied until every dollar lost through my 
advice has been restored to its rightful owner.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 


The Enemies of Home Rule at Sea—Salis- 
bury to Form the New Cabinet—Harting- 
ton’s Attitude—Ireland’s Friends Hold the 
Key tothe Situation. 

Loxpox, July 17.—{Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—The more the enemies of 
home rule regard the aspect of their victory 
the less they like it. The members of the 
happy family are unable to see how they are 
going to arrange the order of precedence in 
entering the cage, much less how they are 
to live in a condition of amity afterward. 
The great practical issue in the new Pariia- 
ment, so far as the views of ite members are 
concerned, will be its duration. The foes of 
home rule will do all they can to stave off a 
dissolution, and Mr. Gladstone will exert all nis 
energy and resources to force an early disso- 
lumon. Every move in the game on both sides 
will have reference to this. Thus, at the start 
is found a universal recognition of the fact 
that home rule is athmg of the near future; 
that never again will there be so many votes 
cast against it as have now been; and that the 
present coalition against Ireland is in its very 
essence temporary. How best to prolong the 
lite ot this precarious alliance is, thereiore, a 


that the Tories had no chance of obtaining an 
independent majority, scant attention bas 
been paid to the election returns, everybody 
being engaged in figuring on how the vic 
torious allies could avoid a rupture over 
the work of giving effect to their 
triumph. There has been inereasing Whig 
pressure on Lord Hartimgton to take a stand 
and say be would accept the Premiership, wit 
a growing stubbornness of refusal on bis part 
and a swellimg cborus of Tory repudiation of 
the idea that be has a right even to consider 
such a thing for a moment. The Tories, so far 
from apologizing for the ungenérous way ip 
whieh they stole Romford and Essex 
from the Unionists, say that not a 
dozen of Lord Hartington’'s 

eould have been elected without Tory 
votes; nor can they hope to remain in public 
life in the future without Tory support. 
Hence, it becomes them to take humbly what 
is given them by their new masters, Lord Salis- 
bury and Lord Randolph Churecnill. Of course,

Justin MecCarthy’s Letter—He Thinks the 
Tories Will Be Forced to Grant Ireland 
Local Self-Government. 

Lonpon, July 17.—- [Editor of The Tribune. — 
The campaign is over to all intents and pur- 
poses. The battie bas been tought and we are 
not victorious—at least the Radicals under 
Gladstone are not victorious—and the cause of 
home rule has had its victory put off. The 
success of Sexton in West Belfast makes up 
for the seat lost in South Derry, where Healy 
1s for the moment displaced. We have already 
Jodged a petition in the case of Derry 
City, where 1 claim a seat on the 
ground that several votes were allowed 
Dy the returning officer in cases where 
personation can be proved distinctly. I have 
strong hopes thdt the petition may succeed. 
The majority against me was so smali—only 
three—that a few errors of juugment on the 
part of the returning officer would be enough 


to convert that small Orange majority into a 
small Nationdlist majority. in that event we 
shall have added one to our number. and that is 
about all that in any case we could weil expect 
to do, seeing that we have captured every seat 
where it was within human possibility that 
Nationalists could win under the present con- 
dition. 

Gladstone is completely overthrown. The 

condition of things is very curious. Ine Con- 
servatives and Liberal-Unionists combined 
bave a large majority over the Gladstonians 
and Nationalists combined. But the Conserv- 
atives have nota majority of theirown and 
will have to trust altogether to a combination 
with the Unionists, and, be it remembered, 
that is only one point of contact and combina- 
tion, 
Home-Ruie bill. It is not the question of 
home rule, for the Unionists all say they are 
for some measure of home rule, only not Glad- 
stone’s measure. The Unionists will not, as a 
party, accept coercion; they will not asa 
party declare against home rule. Moreover, 
many Unionists Will be very anxious to come 
into office as soon as possible, and they cannot 
come into office with Lord Salisbury. 

No doubt Salisbury will try to induce Hart- 
ington to join him in making an administra- 
tion, but until I see Hartington’s name official- 
ly announced as one of such an administra- 
tion Isbali never be brought to believe he will 
take any part in it. For Chamberiain. to take 
office under Salisbury would, of course, be ab- 
solutely oft the question, even 
if Salisbury were in the least degree 
inclined to make an offer of such a kind to the 
Birmingham Radical. We shall then have the 
Conservatives once again in office, but not in 
power. Such has been their fate often before; 


| Such will be their fate now. 


What, then, will happen? People say that 
Giadstone wil! retire from parliamentary life 
aitogether, or, at all events, from the leader- 
ship of the party. Ido not believe he wiil do 
anything for the present. I believe that is 
certain. Sir Andrew Clarke, Gladstone's phy- 
sician, is of the opinion that Gladstone’s phy- 
sigue is perfectiy sound, and that he has years 
of good work in him yet. Gladstone is not a 
man likely to throw up the sponge in such a 
cause as that he bas lately adopted. On the 
contrary, every word be has spoken, every letter 
he has written during the closing days of this 
contest—and they have been many words and 
many letters—only testify to the growing in- 
tensity of his conviction and his feelings. He 
will then, I trust, continue to lead such a 
Liberal party as stil! rallies under his flag. 

The Salisbury Government wül soon find the 
misery ofatriving to conduct affairs in the 
House of Commons without an absolute ma- 
jority. Maay Liberal-Unionists are already 
anxious to fall into line again with the bulk of 
the Liberal party. If the Tory leaders have a 
grain of common sense wer will set to work at 
onde to educate the party up to the level of 
home rule—a real, genuine measure of 
home rule. Lord Carnarvon said last 
winter they could Dave done this 
if they only had three months more for the 
work of education. Now they have plenty of 
time if they only use it nicely. I have always 
been of the opinion up to this time, and con- 
tinue of the same opinion still, that we shall 
get home rule from tne Tories. We shall get 
it from them, and we shail not thank them for 
itany more than we thanked them for Catho- 
lic emancipation or the reform of 1867. In 
both cases they went round and adopted 
the very principles they had always con- 
tended against beiore they became reformers 
who hated reform. No doubt they will adopt 
the same policy in the present case ufter a de- 
cent interval. Having come into office as the 
determined opponents of home rule the Tory 
leaders will speedily set their wits to work to 
find how they can manage to reconcile real 
home rule with professed Toryism.

The British Elections—A Majority of 122

Boston, Mass., July 17.—A London corre- 
spondent cabies tonight as follows: 

The different party classifications of the new 
members agree with a closeness which is really 
surprising in view of the great number of re- 
turns and the universal looseness of po- 
litical ties; but no two match on every 
name. There are four or five members whose 
attitude is more or less dubious, and in dealing 
with these the computers allow themselves some 
latitude.

The returns received up to noon today cover 663 
seats, leaving only seven unreported, exclusive 
of Speaker Peel.

of the Railroads and Their Probable 
Effect on the Market. 

New York, July 17.—({Special.]—The Times’ 
financial articie says: Wall street is thrashing 
over a good deal of straw in the exchange 
with the usual unsatistactory outcome. With 
no public in the market transactions are limit- 
ed and the fluctuations of prices correspond- 
ingiy small, except when now and then some 
specialty bas a quick movement either up or 
down. The transactions yesterday were less 
than 10,000 shares, so it may be imagined how 
little business is domg. With one or two ex- 
ceptions prices are lower than they were in 
June. Take St. Paul. It bas been one 
of the most active stocks on the exchange, and 
with Northwest bas occupied a large share of 
attention. Back in May the Chicago operators 
began to buy it. The price of the stock in that 
month averaged about 85, and the purchases 
of the Western men could scarcely have av- 


eraged them lower than 86. Under their buy- 
ing it continued to rise, and by the Ist of 
June it had risen to as bigh as 93%, but 
it dropped back three days after to 
90%. It was in this month that we 
heard go much of the magnificent 
promise of the crops, and the immense bust 
ness the granger roads—St. Paul and North- 
western in particular—were to get from them 
later on when the harvesting began. The 
promise then was bright enough, for tne 
drouth did not begin to be heard of till the 
latter part of the month, and in the first part 
of it the taik was as confident of the big crop 
coming as if it had already been gath- 
ered. The market responded so well 
that June 18 St. Paul bad risen to 
95%. It bas never seen that price since. 
The last day of the month its highest price 
was92%. Then another spurt was worked up 
in it and July 6 it touched 94%, and since then 
it has fallen to 91%. The price yesterday was 
between 92 and 93. It thus appears that from 
June 1 to July 17, a period of over six weeks, 
it has been worked backward and forward witb- 
in the limits of 8% per cent, and its best price 
at the end of this period was glower than its 
best at the beginning of it. The inference one 
may draw from this is that the operators who 
have the stock are either trying to sell it or 
are trying to hold it until the usual increase in 
the earnings of the road comes with harvest 
time, when they expect to market it on the 
strength of them. As the great promise of a 
big spring wheat crop which the first part of 
June held out has been biasted by the drouth 
of the first part of July, it is not unreasonable 
to suppose that tne Western men would be well 
satisfied if they could sell out at an average 
of present prices. | 

Much as St. Paul has gone so bas the rest of 
the market. Even Western Union, which 
electrified the street by rushing up to 70 two 
weeks ago, was as bigh as 66 in June. Lake 
Shore was at 86% in that month and bas never 
been so high since. The June rise was worked 
up with the expectation of topping off with a 
sort of July boom, but we have had none, and, 
while the market continues strong, it has little 
lifein it. The snap was taxen out by the 
violent collapse in Western Union last Monday 
week, and, though that stock has been creep- 
ing up again since, it bas not restored the 
vim it knocked out of the market. 

The settlement of the Granger war was ex- 
pected to do great things, but it worked back- 
ward. Instead of being followed by arise of 
prices they deciined, for the good reason that 
the people who had been supporting the mar- 
ket for some days before took the opportunity 
to seil everything for which buyers could be 
found when the news was spread that a truce 
had been declared. This is the usual way in 
Wall street. Nine times out of ten, when 
something takes place which is expected to fill 
the street next morning with crowds of peopie 
clamorous to buy stocks. and prices are expected 
to shoot up under the eager demand, it turns 
out that the number of sellers exceeds the 
buyers, and prices, after a brief display of 
strength, sag off.. One of the most striking in- 
stances of this was that time in the spring 
when the coal combination for 1886, after 
weeks of wrangling, was formed over the din- 
ner at Mr. Pierpont Morgan's bouse at night. 
This was a great event for the market, because 
the quarreling of the coal companies was sup- 
posed to have exerted a depressing in- 
fluence, and the famous dinner removed 
it. The next morning the market 
opened very excited, but instead of prices 
shooting up there was such a flood of stocks 
for sale that a general slump came instead. 
The coal combination, by the way, is not get- 
ting along very well. As public opinion is not 
favorable to combinations to advance the price 
of an article of prime necessity, this was de- 
clared at the time it was formed not to be a 
combination, but tobe merely au agreement 
among gentieinen.” The way the agreement 
has been observed indicates that some 
gentiemen dant keep their engage- 
ments. The output Agreed upon 
for each company has deen entirely 
disregarded, and each company seems to have 
mined all the coal it could force on the mar- 
ket, so that the production is aiready about 
650.000 tons ahead of what it ought to be 
under the agreement among gentlemen.” 
From this and other causes prices are very iow, 


and are tending lower apparently at a time 


when they ought to be rising, while the mar- 
kets are glutted and coal is accumulating at 
the shipping points when it ought to be briskiy 
moving under increasing demands from con- 
summers. : 

The combination among the granger 
roads, made Thursday, is another agree 
ment among gentlemen.” The Rock 
Island gentleman, who is Superintendent, 
defined it exactly. Every road,“ said be., 
“is put upon honor to maintain rates for sixty 
days. There was nothing else than honor to 
put them upon. It would be ungracious to 
hint that this commodity does not cut much 
figure among the articles which railtoad cor- 
porations handle, but there is probably enough 
of it to last the roads a week or two. The tenor 
of the public and private dispatches 

Wall street firms from their 
Western correspondents shows that not the 
slightest confiijence is feilt out there in the 
permanence of the agreement. In effect, it 
was a declaration by the railroad managers 
that they could not agree, and so they would 
deciare a truce on rate-cutting till September 
and bave another try then. This is actually 
all that has been done, and it is not surprising 
that no more was done. The roads west of 
Chicago, disguise it how they may, are 
in the condition the roads east of 
Chicago were before the West Shore deal, 
and they have the same problem to meet. 
Their development bas gone aheadof the de- 
velopment of the country. There are more 
roads than there is paying business fur them, 
and the inanagers are talking Over the same 
devices which were so vainly essayed by the 
trunk-ilines to avert the inevitable effect of a 
like condinon of things. President Cable’s 
proposition was to nullify competſtion by a vast 
money pool, into which the business of all the 
Western roads shall be put which originates at 
any competitive point on their respective sys- 
tems. A committee is supposed to be 
working up this plan now. The trunk- 
lines tried this, and by reason of their 
compartive concentration the plan was much 
more feasibie for them than for the loosely 
scattered Western lines. It was an utter fail- 
ure. The roads which got more than their al- 
lotted share of the business refused to pay the 
amount of their “overs” to the roads which 
had run short; and when the pool commission 
pressed the matter legal proceedings by the 
stockbolders of the roads were threatened to 
stop such payments. Then the tonnage pool 
was substituted, and the roads were ordered to 
turn over such amount of their freight to 
other roads as was necessary to “even 
up.” This raised an uproar among 
the shippers, who had their freight 
consigned to roads they did not 
intend to send it by; and we all remember how 
the dry-goods merchants here finally forced 
the lines to abandon that system. After the 
West Shore deal was made competition among 
the trunk lines was considerably restricted, 
and now the only road which is charged with 
cutting rates is the Erie—an old-time offender 
in that line. Erie securities are getting 4 
boom on the strengtn of tne road’s increased 
business, and some of the other railroad-men 
are growling considerably and talking about 
retaliation.

The homeopathic or rose- 
water system of regeneration will not accom- 
plish anything in the cases of boys with pistols 
who are going to be Indian fignters, or who 
have been thieves or assasins. Teaching good 
to a boy who needs reform is like teaching a 
calf to take milk out of a pat. He must be 
both constrained and restrained. The de- 
praved child bas no controlling power for good 
within himself; it must be supplied from witb- 
out. The open-system school can’t keep the bad 
boys: the restraining does keep them and clears 
the weeds, and thisties, and thornsoutof their 
moral natures—restiess as they are under treat- 
ment. What would you think of a physician, 
who, claiming a specific, failed to cure and 
ascribed the failure to the obstinacy of the 
disease? Freedom is license, not reform. But 
after restraint bas done its work the golden 
rule must come in and form a new and 
solid character. It won't do to teach boys to 
toll and spin and then let the foreman 
go to the shop and read the news 
papers. But no community has a right to 
expect an income from a reform school, it 
should be self-supporting and no more. Giv- 
ing back to society a useful member should be 
recompense for any expense. Vice is never 
cheap nor virtue dear, yet we must look more 
to fathers and mothers than to reform schools, 
tor the band that rocks the cradie rocks the 
world.“

The Sen- 
ate conferrees are McMillan, Conger, and Rau- 
som. None of these are understood to be 
specially anxious about the Hennepin project, 
and unless there was some friend on the House 
conference it might be allowed to lapse. 
Uncle Sam’s Busy Creditors. 

Every session of Congress brings a large num- 
ber of Uncie Sam’s creditors to the Capital to 
press their claims upon his recognition. These 
demands are introduced as bills, referred to 
committees, and reported for action to the 
Senate or House, where they go upon the cal- 
endar to await their turn. The claimants fol- 
low each step of the progress of their bills with 
unabated zeal; many of the claims come up 
year after year and each time have to go 
through the same milling process. Adverse re- 
ports, the non-action of one or both Houses of 
Congress on the objection of some member 
hostile to the bill, does not seem to discourage 
the persistent claimant. The hope of most of 
them lies in what is called Suspension Week. 
This is the week just preceding adjournment, 
when all the rules of the House may de sus- 
pended. During this time most of the obje® 
tionabie bills are worked through the House. 
The steering committee of three—Carlisie, 
Morrison, and Randall—appointed some time 
ago by the Democratic caucus have given 
it ‘out that they mean to do away 
with the custom this year. This 
has alarmed the various claimants. Some 
forty of these, who happen to be permanent 
residents of Washington, have decided upon 
united action, and have verfected an organiza- 
tion which has already held one meeting. 
They are to meet again Monday at one of the 
principal hotels to perfect arrangements for a 
common move on the two branches of Con- 
gress. They will press all their claims for ac- 
uon. There are now about 700 private bills on 
the House calendar, nearly ali of them with 
favorable reports.

A Demand from the Marshals. 

It is said that, during the debate on the Mor 
rison resolution, Mr. McKinley telegraphed to 
Assistant-Secretary Fairchild asking him ir the 
balance of $75,000,000, as shown by the Treas- 
urer’s report June 30, should be used to pay 
bonds, what would the Treasury have left for 
a working baiance. The reply substantially 
was: “Nothing but trust funds, whieh it 
would be dishonorable and dishonest to for 
that purpose.“ Mr. Kandali, it is said, took 
offense at the dispatch, and Mr. Fairchiid is 
said to have thereupon expressed regret if the 
wording was offensive, and a willingness to 
change the language in any way so long as the 
sense of the statement was preserved. 

There is a general demand for money from 
Marshals Abrougbout the country. The trouble 
grows o of che resolutions continuing the 
appropriations for running the Government on 
the basis of last year. The appropriation for 
Marsbals is in a lump. and it is impossible to 
divide it with any degree of accuracy, for 
where the expenses of one Marshal would be 
greater this year: than last, the expenses of 
another would be less.

The Michigan ts Here. 

The United States naval steamship Michigan 
put into the barbor yesterday, brilliant in new 
paint, yellow above beam and black below. 
She is making her annual cruise of the lakes. 
She has recently been thoroughly overhauled 
and it is claimed is in as good a condition as 
she was twenty years ago. Her crew com- 
prises nine naval officers, eighty jacks, and 
twenty marines, besides firemen, en- 
gineers, etc. Her new armament consists 
of four  breech-loadmg 80-pound rie 
eannon, two pound smooth bores, one 
tweive-pounde howitzer, one three-inch 
breech-loading rifle, one Gatling gun, and a 
full armament of breecb-loading rifles, revolv- 
ers, etc. She is not only the crack ship of the 
lakes, but one ot the best in the American 
navy. 

The Michigan cruises the lakes every season 
for the purpose of keeping 100 men in training 
for service at any point. The men are drilled 
both as seamen and sailors. The commanding 
officer is able atany time to send ashore a 
batallion of eighty infantry and two sections of 
artillery, manned by twenty men, for fleid duty. 
The routine lite on board, drills, exercises, 
to., Is exactiy the same as on board of any 
cruiser at sea. The officers are assigned to 
her for three years, when they are detached 
and sent upon foreign service. She is not like 
the revenue cutters, which are under the 
Treasury Department and whose officers have 
no rank. 

The Michigan is forty-three years old, baving 
been built in 1848. She was constructed at 
Pittsburg and shipped im pieces by canai to 
Erie, where she was put together and launched. 
She lies up every winter in the beautiful ha- 
ber at that city, She was constructed of cbhar- 
coal iron, the same as they mild steel of to- 
day, and fitted with a pair of engines which 
drive ber at the rate of twelve miles per hour. 


“CIVIL-SEKVICE REFORM.” 


A Startling Instance of What It Is in the 
Eyes of Collector Seeberger—A Union 
Veteran Discharged to Make Room for a 
Democrat Who Is Not a Citizen of the 
United States. 

A few days ago it was announced that Col- 
lector Seeberger had appointed Francis B. 
O’ Gallacher to a position in the Custom- House. 
O’Gallagber is a good Democratic name. 
Nearly all of the family have voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket when they haye had a chance. 
There was very little about the announcement 
therefore to rouse curiosity or to stir inquiry. 
From information received about this particu- 
lar O’Galiagher, however, there seems to pre- 
vail queer notions about the law, civil-service 
and other, at the Custom-House. It is sup- 
posed that the officials of the United States 
should be American citizens, for instance, 
that they should be well known and of ap- 
proved character, and Democrats believe 
that when an appointment is made 
the local chief should be consulted. 
Now Mr. O’Gallacher is not acitizen of the 
United States and is not known at all to the 
local party chiefs. A little over three years 
ago Mr. O’Gallagher, according to his own 
statements concerning bimself, was an inmate 
of an Irish jail—imprisoned as a *‘ suspect” 
under the Forster Suspicion act. He was then 
a British subject. After his release he came 
to this country. He arrived here in June, 
1883; was interviewed in New York and eise- 
When he came to Chicago is not 
known accurately. But he bas not been bere 
more than three years. He is not a citizen. 
Civil-Bervice Reformer Seeberger bas appolut- 
ed bim to office, however, and in order to make 
way for him dismissed Capt. John S. Mullia, a 
veteran of the War, who carries about him 
several Rebel bullets that be would gladly get 
rid ot, but mat they are too far beneath the 
skin.

1. You say “that the Mayor departed” 
from the haymarket the night of the 
bomb throwing when one of his subordi- 
nates told bim there would be trouble.“ 
This is untrue. I did not leave until after 10 
o’clock and after Capt. Bonfield, determining 
that there would be no trouble, had ordered 
the reserves at the other stations sent bome. 
I went to the meeting for the purpose of dis- 
persing it personally if anything incendiary 
should be uttered by speakers and left after 
Bonfield and I reached the conciusion that no 
difficulty would arise. 

2. “That the Mayor made bimself agree 
able to the Anarchists and s by re 
taining in office their spokesman, Gruensut, 
and several other of their leaders and ex- 
leaders.” This is contemptible. Gruenbut 
was given a position by Dr. De Wolf on the 
earnest and repeated recommendation of Mr.

This is another un- 
truth. I never said anything which could be 
distorted into such an interview. But you 
were so reported, Mr. Mayor, and never denied 
it till now—do not even deny now that you are 
a candidate. | 

4. You are constantiy intimating or post 
tively asserting that 1 am interested in the 
„City Passenger Railroad.” Now let me state 
that I have not directly or indirectly, 
nearly or remotely, one doliar’s interest 
in that or any other railroad in this 
city and never bad. I was offered an 
interest in Mr. Weeks’ road on the very 
bed rock, but I have studiously refrained trom 
going inte any scheme which could possibly 
come before me as Mayor. 

Carter H. HARRISON. 

Poor old Harrison! Not one ot the state- 
ments he denies cut any important figure in 
the editorial he refers: to. The editorial that 
has grieved him was simply a reference two 
Mike McDonald's warm indorsement of the 
Mayor in Pittsburg.

These men orily 
consented to go to the hospital at our 
urgent request, their preferences being 
to be cared for at their homes.

It has been stated that 
Commissioner Kleum, in a communication to 
the Superintendent of Police, said that mem- 
bers of the medical staff at the hospital had no 
right to charge for services rendered in that 
institution.

PROBABLY IN CANADA, 


A Clerk in the Pitteburg Pension-Office Is 


Missing and His Accounts Are Said to Be 

Awry. 

Prrrsnond, Pa., July 17.—Samuel K. Gay, 
chief clerk in the Pittsburg Pension-Office, has 
probably gone to Canada to join the great 
army of bank cashiers. Yesterday afternoon 
Pension Agent Russell Errett discovered that 
Gay nad forged his name to three checks ag- 


| gregating $800. An information for forgery 


was made and a warrant issued, but before the 
officer could serve it Gay got wind of the 
movement and left the city. Several weeks 
ago an investigation of the accounts of the 
Pension Agent at Pittsburg was made, and 
it was then found that there were 
several discrepancies, ’ involving con- 
siderable sums of money. There was 
every evidence ofembezziement, covered 
by falsification of the books. Mr. Errett was 
then notified by the Treasury Department to 
look after his clerks, as some one was domg 
wrong. Nothing further was heard of the 
matter until last evening, when Mr. Errett 
telegraphed to Washington that Gay had ab- 
scondea. Gay was the son of wealthy parents, 
and some years ago married a relative of 
Mayor Fulton's. He was an exemplary young 
man—in fact, a strict attendant at church, 
quite active in the Young Men's Christian 48 
sociation, ana a prominent leader in the 
Murphy temperance movement. He took 
great interest in lectures by clergymen, and 
was the bead and front of nearly ail move- 
ments to bring Talmage to Pittsburg. Even 
bis most intimate friends never saw anything 
in his conduct that would arouse suspicion. 
The loss will probably fall on the bondsmen of 
the clerk, provided Mr. Errett has taken the 
precaution to exact from Mr. Gay the custom- 
ary bond.
